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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The examiner was unable to identify an portion of the specification that mentions either an inclination angle or 
changing the upper limiting value of pan and tilt. The applicant may intend for the "inclination angle" to be interpreted as the angle of the 
slanted plate portion, and the word "changing" as interepereted as "depending on" as stated on page 24 lines 19-23 of the specification. 
While "inclination angle" may be reasonable interpreted as the angle fo the slanted plate, the examiner does not believe that "depending 
on" is a reasonable interpretation of "changing". If the applicant finds support form another part of the specification it should be specifically 
pointed out as required by MPEP 714.02.
